Sir,—In order to sccure ft 
sense of. Traffic reasonableness 
nnd o conscious effort by our 
huge (and largely iiiterate ) 
community to D 
conditions it would sccm, that 
nn Association for TraMic Safety 
chould be incorporated open to

-of the community and having as 
its objects the Rnprovement of 
trafic, in general, the education 
of the road and pavement 
users, and close co-operation 
and letson with Trafic Depart- 
ment.
